W ASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon told Con­ 
gress and tile nation today lie will boost spending to 
figh t crime and pollution at home and, in foreign af­ 
fairs, can foresee “a generation o f uninterrupted peace.” 
In his first State of the Union address, before a 
joint Senate-House session, Nixon said law enforcem ent 
i' agencies will he the only ones to receive increased funds 
in his forthcom ing federal budget. 
And he said he will propose the biggest, costliest 
antipollution program ever — w ith $10 billion to he 
spent on “clean w ater” pro-* 
jects 
alone. 
The outlays 
would be made over a five- 
year period. 
Touching briefly on for­ 
eign afairs, Nixon foresaw 
progress in achieving peace 
in 
Vietnam 
and 
looked 
hopefully 
toward 
fruitful 
negotiations with the Sov­ 
iet 
Union 
and, 
possibly, 
Communist China. 
'T would be the last to suggest 
that the road to peace is not dif­ 
ficult and dangerous.” he said, 
“but I believe our new policies 
have contributed to the prospect 
that America may have the best 
chance since World War II to 
enjoy a generation of uninter­ 
rupted peace.”

What a difference a year makes. Tf the red 
tape in lansing which plagued the Big Bay de 
Noc school district could have been avoided, the 
district could have saved a considerable sum of 
money on its new school building. When the $1.2 
million issue finally was given Municipal Finance 
Commission approval last year, the interest rates 
in the bond market had risen beyond the allow­ 
able ceiling in Michigan forcing a further de­ 
lay. Now the district has approved to sell the 
bonds at an interest rate of up to eight per cent, 
but if such approval would have come last spring 
or summer the bonds probably could have been 
sold for something over six per cent instead of 
something over seven per cent as is the case 
with the current market. Wonder if the state 
government will pick up the difference? . . . 
The Associated Press report on the Mich­ 
igan Air Pollution Control Commission meeting 
in lansing (covered in the Daily Press by Don 
Hoenshell, Panax staff wanter) raised an in­ 
teresting point. All of the industries wrhich ap­ 
peared before the commission were granted ad­ 
ditional “variances” with the law for varying 
time periods. About the toughest action the 
commission took was to order a report in 30 
days instead of 60. With that kind of “enforce­ 
ment,” who needs a law’? 


An Open Question 


The State of California is moving to resolve 
the long-standing dispute between religious fun­ 
damentalists and the followers of Darwin in a 
way that is both politically and academically 
sound. 
Henceforth, the State Board of Education 
has said, conflicting theories concerning the 
origin of man will be aired in the public schools. 
Darwin’s theory of evolution will l>e taught as 
a theory, not as fact, and students will be made 
aware of the existence of other viewpoints, in­ 
cluding the Biblical version. 
The policy is sound politically, for it prom­ 
ises to cool the ideological war that has raged 
off and on since the famous Scopes trial. That 
trial succeeded in disestablishing the Biblical 
version of creation. But it also led to the estab­ 
lishment of Darwinism to the exclusion of any 
other view. 
Now the California Board of Education has, 
in effect, disestablished Darwinism, giving re­ 
lief to citizens who hold different viewpoints. 
But even more importantly, the new' policy 
is sound academically, for it recognizes t h a t 
man’s origin is still an open question and stimu­ 
lates further academic inquiry. By emphasiz­ 
ing that Darwin’s theory is, in fact, only a 
theory, i nencourages pursuit of the truth. 
The policy approved by the state board de­ 
clares: “All scientific evidence to date concern­ 
ing of origin of life implies at least a dualism or 
the necessity to use several theories to fully 
explain relationships between established data 
points. The dualism is not unique to this field 
of study, but is also appropriate in other scien­ 
tific* disciplines such as the physics of light.” 
This policy may not please some who be­ 
lieve that only the Bib’’ 
I version should be 
taught. Although it is being termed a victory 
for fundamentalists, William Jennings Bryan 
probably wouldn’t have agreed. 
And it is certain to displease many Dar­ 
winists to whom the theory of evolution is not 
only a theory but an article of faith held to as 
rigidly as some fundamentalists quote the Bible. 
But for people who are not yet convinced, 
the policy is a victory for free inquiry and 
dispassionate pursuit of the truth.

In the meantime, the bond 
market sank to a record low 
and interest rate soared to the 
highest level in 110 years. 
Nixon’s election Nov. 5, 1968, 
triggered what was called the 
"Nixon rally” in the stock mar­ 
ket, based on the rather wide­ 
spread belief that a Republican 
administration would be more 
sympathetic 
to 
business 
than 
the 
Democrats. 
The 
rally 
reached its peak on Dee. 3, with 
the Dow’ Jones industrial aver­ 
age at 935.21, only IO points be­ 
low its all-time high of 995.15 on 
Feb. 9, 1966. 
Frustrating Year 
"It w*as a disappointing and 
frustrating 
year 
for 
Wall 
Street," said Eldon A. Grimm 
of the brokerage firm of Wals­ 
ton & Co. “Naturally, the admin­ 
istration in power gets a good 
deal of blame for it. But Nixon 
has been involved in economic 
problems 
for 
which thine is 
hardly any answer. 
’There was a lot of experi­ 
mentation in trying to stop infla­ 
tion, and it didn t work. Some 
people think Nixon should have 
been more rapid in cutting the 
budget, and some think he made 
a mistake in abandoning price- 
wage guidelines, 
even 
though 
they didn’t work very well un­ 
der Johnson." 
Newton D. Zinder of E. 
F. 
Hutton & Co. said he felt that 
Wall Street "sort of recognized 
that Nixon’s actions were the 
result of what happened before 
his ad minis Ira twin. While Wall 
Street is not particularly happy 
about what happened, they don’t 
blame Nixon." 
Hoped For Stability 
Zinder said he had hoped that 
when Nixon took 
over 
there 
would be more stability domest­ 
ically and 
internationally and 
that 
moves 
to 
stop 
inflation 
would have worked quicker. 
Another analyst, L. O. Ho<n>er 


of W. E. Hutton & Co. comment­ 
ed: 
"It’s pretty clearly indicated 
that Nixon is very determined 
to eliminate inflation. His deter­ 
mination has had an unfavora­ 
ble influence on the market. In­ 
tellectually, the financial com­ 
munity approves the steps to 
balance the budget and reduce 
the rate of inflation, but thus far 
they have hurt business 
and 
failed to cut prices." 
R. E. Scruggs of Goodbody & 
Co. said that "there have been 
some pluses and minuses,’ add­ 
ing: 
"The 
administration’s

against inflation, and at times 
the medicine has been harsh to 
the taste, but we know it is 
sound. I would have to regard 
the administration’s acts as fa­ 
vorable, but this opinion cer­ 
tainly isn’t universal." 
Scruggs said he didn’t know 
what to expect when Nixon took 
office. 
Recession "Nerves" 
"I didn’t expect a dramatic 
solution to the Vietnam war, inf­ 
lation and domestic problems, 
but I feed satisfied, especially as 
far as the fight against inflation 
is concerned," he said. 
"The Nixon policy at the out­ 
set, as addressed to the stock 
market, was based on what it 
believed would lessen inflation 
and 
curb 
speculation," 
said 
Bradbury K. Thurlow of Hoppin 
Bros. & Co. "Inflation psycholo­ 
gy is with us as much as a year 
ago, but the market no longer is 
a focus of inflation. There is 
nervousness about tile possibili­ 
ty of a recession, and there is 
quite a bit of discomfort about 
the tight-money situation.

In 1968, Nixon barely finish­ 
ed ahead of Hubert Humphrey 
in the raw popular vote. But,

and Wallace’s six, Nixon’s elec­ 
toral college victory was un­ 
disputed despite the 
Wallace 
third-party challenge and the 
defection of an elector in North 
Carolina.

Since the U. S. is a federal 
union, a form of government

Ice fishing this w inter on area lakes and Little and Big Boy 
de Noc has b u n slow, very slow. A prolonged cold spell con­ 
to ting of several days OI below zero weather nos driven the 
usually enthusiastic U. P. ice fishermen from their shacks and 
w indbreaks. 
Heavy snow and, believe it or not, slush conditions have 
r e s tr ic te d most ice travel to to o t. p ..or catcher and cold w eather 
have combined to discourage the hardiest of anglers and have 
probably given arca fish their freedom until a w arm ing trend 
comes our way. 
Poor to occasional fair catches of perch and a very few 
pike arc the rule on Little Bay de Noc and Garden Bay, for 
exam ple. Every once in a while some lucky angler will take 
a couple of dozen perch, but ir you aren’t in the right si>ot at 
the right time you'll have no luck at all, veteran fisherm en 
said. 
Fisherm en are advised to check with resort owner* and 
other fisherm en before venturing out on the ice. A lot of anglers 
are going to their old “haunts” and getting “skunked.” Don’t 
be one of them 
According to the D epartm ent of N atural Resources, some 
nice catches of perch arc being made on M arquette County’s 
Big Shag Lake, Au Train and 16-Mile Lake in Alger County 
and Indian Lake near M anistique. 
Ice conditions have improved in leaps and bounds through-, 
out the area, but. as usual, fisherm en are urged to w atch for 
dangerous areas near the mouths of stream s and also spots over 
underw ater springs. Snowm obilers are advised to follow estab­ 
lished ice trails only. 
On Camp 7 Lake, ice is excellent, and anglers have made 
some good catches of trout using minnows, wigglers and corn. 
Johnson Lake in M arquette County is also yielding some nice 
trout. 
Loads of small bluegills are being caught on Big Shag Lake, J 
but fishing there Is still rated only fair. A few' iarge pike are 
being caught and speared near the head of Little Bay de Noc, 
but success is coming to m aybe only one out of every ten 
anglers. 
“They see fish all the time, but the fish won’t bite,” re­ 
ports Elm er W hite, owner of W hite’s Bayshore Cabins on Little 
Bay. W hite said there are about 40 shacks out in front of his 
place, but, because of the cold w eather very few are being used. 
“The cold w eather has really slow’ed things dow n,” said 
W hite “ A little w arm ing trend would help the fishing. I just 
hope it Isn’t too far off,” he added. 
A fm all but enthusiastic group or pike spearers have started 
to work around the Escanaba Yacht Harbor, but so far their 
catches have been few. 
A good bet for area ice anglers is the Au T rain Basin 
(Cleveland Cliffs) near Munising 
Catches there have been 
good with anglers taking pike, trout, rock bass, perch and blue­ 
gills. 
Wigglers and minnows have been the most successful baits 
with spaw n sacks and corn the best bets in lakes and areas 
where trout abound.

Reset On Draft 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Selective Service System, trying 
to keep local boards in step, is 
suggesting they stay within lot­ 
tery No, 60 in the February 
draft calls. 
For January, a ceiling was 
proposed at No. 30 in the lottery 
list. 
Official confirmation of the 
February ceiling reversed an of­ 
ficial’s statem ent 
earlier

for F ebruary—a position which 
would have allowed local boards 
to call num bers as high as nec­ 
essary to m eet their quotas. 
But it appeared likely the ceil­ 
ings will continue to be set, a

great differences among local 
boards in the lottery num bers 
being called. 
Many low-numbered men now 
deferred or exem pt are expect­ 
ed to lose that status and be­

Many Persons, Agencies 
Work On Building Design 


Many agencies and individu- J 
als have important roles in de- , 
sign of buildings for Bay de 
Noc Community College. 
Many agencies approve or re­ 
ject plans and the advice of 
others is considered essential 
by the college. Consequently, 
the college is challenged to pro­ 
perly balance and use often 
conflicting advice and to secure 
general approval while main­ 
taining 
the 
proper 
authority 
and local control of the college 
by the elected governing board. 
In the State Department of 
Education, several key divisions 
and offices are involved in col­ 
lege planning. These include the 
Bureau of Higher Education, 
which 
approves 
long 
range 
plans, as 
well as individual 
building projects and the evalu­ 
ation of academic planning that 
has gone into such plans. 
AU programs and courses to 
be taught in a facility must 
have been approved. 
Reviews Plans 
The Planning Division re­ 
views the proposed plans for 
economy, efficiency and valida­ 
tion of the need for the facility. I 
The Vocational Education Divi­ 
sion must approve the occupa­ 
tional courses to be taught and 
approve each step of the plan­ 
ning, from program statements 
through prelim inary plans, to 
final plans and approval of the 
final construction of the build­ 
ing. Each is a se po rte approval. 
This is particularly important 
w here 
vocational 
education 
funds are involved, as was the 
ease in the first building on the 
Bay College campus. The State 
Budget Division of the Depart­ 
m ent of Administration must 
independently 
approve 
all 
buildings and make a recom­ 
mendation to the State Legis­ 
lature on whether state parti- 
cifwition and funding should be 
involved. 
Another office of the Budget 
Division approves building de­ 
signs to be sure that all exist­ 
ing laws and regulations are 
compiled with, particularly in 
the 
case 
where 
handicapped 
people will be involved. The 
state fire m arshal must approve 
the drawings at five different 
stages of the work. The Admin­ 
istration 
Departm ent 
also 
checks to be sure that the elec­ 
trical and plumbing codes have 
been approved by the proper 


agencies, which are the same 
for all buildings. 
The Budget Office checks the 
drawings to be sure that the de­ 
sign is efficient and that good 
construction is called for with­ 
out excessive costs being in­ 
volved and that not too much 
non-assignable 
space 
is 
lost, 
such as in corridors. 
May Have Helped 
Securing of state aid for a 
college building requires the 
approval of each branch of the 
Legislature and particularly the 
Joint Capital Outlay Commit­ 
tee. 
Assistance in this process has 
been received from Rep. Charles 
Varnum of Manistique and Sen. 
Thomas Sehweigert of Petos­ 
key. Valuable aid has also been

on U.S. 2 and Danforth Road. 
The State of Michigan has as­ 
signed. and the College is com­ 
mitted to providing educational 
opportunity from Manistique to 
Iron Mountain and from Alger 
County to Menominee and Ste­ 
phenson. The majority of stu­ 
dents wiH continue to come 
from Delta County and many of 
them need adequate housing at 
reasonable cost. 
The college, in addition to its 
Student transfer programs, is 
committed to several regional

programs. These 
programs 
include

Manpower Development Train­ 
ing Act program for practical 
nurses and a statewide program 
to train water treatm ent plant 
technicians. 
Programs locally originated 
for industrial technicians, m a­ 
chine operators, and electricians 
draw students from a multi- 
county area, as will an automo­ 
tive technology program cur­ 
rently being developed to meet 
regional demands. Programs of 
federal, state and regional im­ 
port help develop educational 
opportunity for the students re­ 
siding in Delta County who 
might otherwise have to leave 
home to find such occupational 
training. 
Commuting Range 
Bay College 
programs ami 
services as projected through 
1975 required that the college, 
in 
the development of long 
range plans with Daverman As­ 
sociates, consulting architects, 
consider adequate housing for 
students w'ho m ust come from 
beyond the 25 mile commuting 
distance considered normal for 
a community college. 


The college’s 
studies point 
out that student housing must 
be provided by private develop­ 
ment or construction of public 
self-liquidating facilities on the 
college campus to reasonably 
assure current and 
projected 
student growth through 1975 
and beyond. 
Feels Obligation 
The College Governing Board 
feels an obligation and has the 
responsibility to assure students 
of the availability of rooms at 
reasonable rates within com­ 
muting distance or to provide 
on-campus facilities for student 
housing in order to promote 
“open 
door” 
admission* 
and 
equal educational opportunity 
for all its students and not just 
for those students with finan­ 
cial security. 
Some 20 per cent of Bay de 
Noc College students are from 
families with incomes which re­ 
quire that a reasonable room 
rental may not exceed $10 per 
w’eek at today’s 
prices. The 
outlook for the future extends 
this prospect. 
Vital To Schooling 
These students enjoy an op- 
I portunity to go to college be­ 


cause it is here, now, in Escan­ 
aba or because the college has 
to date been able to assist them 
in finding a private room at a 
rate they could afford to pay. 


Bay de Noc College does not 
now own, operate or approve 
student housing facilities. As a 
service to parents anc prospec­ 
tive students, the college does 
m aintain a list of rooms and 
apartm ents within the commu­ 
nity which are available to 
students requiring accommoda­ 
tions. 
Students are advised of list­ 
ings, but the actual housing ar- 
! rangem ent and rental fees must 
be made between the student, a 
parent or guardian, and the 
landlord. Students wrho have 
not attained legal age or are 
not m arried are required to file 
a 
parent-approved 
housing 
form with the Dean of Stu­ 
dents Office. 
Needs Changing 
College housing policies re­ 
quire minor students not living 
at home to report the fact to the 
College when applying for ad­ 
mission. A permanent record is 
kept of each student’s residence 


which includes the parent ap­ 
proval form. 
College students, parents and 
homeowners are advised af col- 
! lege 
recommended 
housing 
rules for students living away 
from home. These recommen­ 
dations serve as guidance to 
parents, students and land loa ds.

Several studies of program 
developments and student hous­ 
ing needs indicate the changing 
role of Bay de Noc Community 
College.

“The university environment, 
we hope, will .strengthen the

Jamrich stressed
